A LOAN AND TAX PROGRAM. 

The series of articles which Mr. 
Loser, President of the Delaware & 
Hudson Railway, is contributing to 
Tus Nurse convey both practical and 
theoretical suggestions regarding a 
program for apportioning the ex- 
penses of the war between loans and 
taxes. The portion published today 
includes a study of the practice of 
England and Germany, representing 
the extreme of taxation and the ex- 
treme of borrowing respectively. Ap- 
parently England has raised nearly a 
quarter of its-expenses by taxation. 
But the total giving that proportion 
includes ordinary expenses, loans to 
allies, and interest on debt, which last 
obviously is not used against the 
enemy in the field. With these cor- 
rections it appears that in 1916 Eng- 
land's credit bore 92.52 per cent. of 
war expenditure and taxes less than 
8 per cent. 
are not lifted from the taxpayer, and 


proportion of taxation is 15 per cent.

For that 
reliance was placed upon indemnities, 
Mr. Loree states that more than 
three-quarters of the war credits voted 
by the Reichstag has been raised by 
loans. The rest is debited to floating 
debt, so far as the world knows. A 
formidable part of this debt is in the 
mosi vicious form, paper money. Over 
this there hang clouds of mystery, but 
the depression in mark exchange tells 
the story sufficiently. Our burden of 
taxation in the civil war was nothing 
to us compared with the ruin of our 
credit by juggling with the value of 
the dollar. Germany has this experi- 
ence before it as the result of its 
shirking of taxes. During our civil 
war we borrowed $2,621,000,000 and 
raised by taxes $667,000,000. Our 
proportion of taxes was magical one- 
fifth. 

Mr. Lonxx argues that not all that 
can be taken in taxation should be-so 
taken. There should be left a margin 
for safety and increase in the event 
that the war should be prolonged. 
Peace would bring to England lower 
taxes. Germany is prostrate in de- 
pression before she has begun to levy 
taxes, excessive loans having mort- 
gaged the future irretrievably. On the 
other hand, the advantage of use of 
the borrowing power, jointly with dis- 
creet taxation, is that even patriots 
respond more liberally to persuasion 
than to compulsion. Rewards are 
better than penalties, and 


patriotic impulse to purchase a bond 
make deeper inroads upon the 
property of almost any citizen and re- 
tain its efficiency much longer than 
realization of the patriotic duty to 
submit to grinding taxation. 


If too much of the national resources | 
is taken by taxation the result is de- 
pression in corresponding degree. If 
all war costs were paid by taxation all 
activities except war's would be 
stopped. When a nation stops its 
growth it begins to die. Even in these 
billion-dollar days it is possible to say 
that there is not yet in sight the total 
which the United States could not 
raise to meet all visible demands, pro- 
vided only that the nation’s income is 
not stopped by drying up the source. 


THE JAPANESE MISSION.

States, headed by the illustrious diplo- 
matist, Viscount Ambassador 
Extraordinary, has had in San Fran- 
cisco the cordial welcome it is sure of 
in every part of the United States.

As such, 
and at this time, the Americans greet 
them and their nation with especially 
hearty good wishes.

Cowardice, for example, has 
hitherto been regarded as a vice, more 
or less amenable to the will, and, when 
proved against a soldier, it was pun- 
ished as a crime. Now it is numbered 
among the constitutional defects, and 
the idea of personal responsibility for 
it, though not yet entirely eliminated, 
has been much weakened. It is viewed 
as a factor in a general neurosis or 
psychosis, sometimes remediable and 
sometimes not. 

No. longer must the coward remain 
undiscovered until he manifests his pe- 
cullarity. in camp or battle, for there 
ure ways of detecting it while he is 
under examination as a recruit, and he 
can then be rejected just as he would 
be if he were too short, or under weight, 
or had a bad heart, or was infected 
with tuberculosis. And he as well as 
his country profits from this, for he 
becomes an object of commiseration 
rather than of the old contempt, and 
he is not asked to do work which he 
is unable to perform. In other days, 
indeed, he was almost sure, sooner or 
later, to be stood up against a wall and 
shot. That method was not entirely 
without advantage to the race, as it 
helped to eliminate an undesirable 
strain, but this was an advantage that 
was too often secured at a dangerously 
‘great cost of lives of fellow-soldiers 
who had depended on the coward's doing 
an allotted task.

The Germans have made repeated as- 
sertion of their determination to treat 
as pirates the responsible members of 
crews of merchant ships that attack 
their submarines, and the shooting of 
Captain Frratr shows that they are 
quite capable of carrying out their an- 
nounced policy. In mounting guns and 
carrying trained gunners, the Campana 
ignored the German prohibition and de- 
fied the German wrath even more than 
did Captain Frrarrt, and the fact, if it be 
a fact, that the five men were taken 
aboard the submarine—where their 
presence is most inconvenient—instead 
of being left to take their chances in their 
boats, is one full of sinister significance. 
Should the Germans condemn these men 
to death or treat them otherwise than 
as prisoners of war, the problem of what 
‘we can, and what we should, do in the 
matter would instantly arise. 

One course theoretically open to us 
is first, to threaten witn death a 
like or greater number of our German 
prisoners, and, second, to carry out the 
threat if need arise. For that action 
there would be perfect justification in 
both law and morals—if there were a 
reasonable expectation that thus the 
lives of these or other like American 
prisoners could be saved. Such things 
were done on both side’ in our civil war, 
and on both they proved to be effica- 
cious in preventing further execution of 
death sentences. The circumstances 
then, however, were somewhat differ- 
ent, especially the circumstance that 
neither side was dealing with a Gov- 
ernment or @ people like that of Ger- 

At present it is impossible for us 
really to think of ourselves as shoot- 
ing or hanging Germans in America 
simply as Germans and because their 
ruling class at home bad been guilty of 
a crime in which the men selected for 
punishment had no part. The effective- 
ness as a preventive of further crimes 
of doing it is highly dubious. The more 
likely result would be a competition in 
savagery, in which we are poorly quali- 
fied for coming out the winners.

Burden Between Loans 


—

The extremes of msthod in providing 
for war expenses, as in governmental 
character and conduct, are represented 
by England and Germany. England 
with expenditures, for all governmental 
purposes, of 24. 684. 889. 228. (to June 30, 
1917.) has provided 85.989. 562, 180, or 24.31 
per cent., by taxation, leaving 318.648. 
027,045, or 75.69 per cent., to be provided 
by loans. The data are ordinarily 
presented in this form, but it does not 
afford a correct view for the reason 
that the total of $24,634,589,225 includes 
the expenses of the regular peace estab- 
liehment in addition to the war ex- 
penses. The regular_expenses repre- 
sented approximately $990,000,000, (£198,- 
000,000,) annually, which is $82,500,000 
per month, or — thirty-five months 
frora August, 1914, to June, 1917, in- 
clusive, $2,887,500,000. Deducting this 
sum from $24,634,589,225 leaves $21,747,- 
089,225 as the real cost of the war, and 
deducting the same sum from the 
amount raised by taxation, it appears 
that the actual tax contribution to the 
cost of prosecuting the war has been 
$3,102,062,180, or 14.26 per cent., and the 
amount provided or to be provided by 
loans $18,645,027,045, or 85.74 per cent. 
These comparisons (except in the extent 
that the cost of the peace establishment 
may have increased d the war,) 
represent the official data, although 
doubtless it will considerably shock 
many who have formed a different im- 
pression to learn \that England, with 
laudable purpose to mortgage the future 
as little as possible in making provision 
to meet war expenses, has yet found it 
inexpedient to raise as much as 15 per 
cent. of the cost of the first three years 
by taxation. If the comparison is 
modified by excluding the whole aggre- 
gate of loans to allies and dependencies 
it will appear that Great Britain has 
directly expended, for war purposes, the 
sum of $16,557,089,225, of which only 
$3,102,062,180, or 18.74 per cent., has 
been raised by taxation. 

But this is by no means the whole 
story. British expenses for the year 
that ended with March 31. 1917, included 
$537,385,595 (£107,467,119) for interest on 
war debt and the whole amount in ex- 
cess of the sum necessary to meet the 
cost of the peace. establishment dufing 
that year was $1,877,137,910. As $537,- 
335,505 of this was required to meet in- 
terest on war debt, it follows that only 
$1,339,802,315 was available for the act- 
ual cost of conducting the war opera- 
tions and maintaining war supplies dur- 
ing that year. Deducting the same 
amount of interest for the expenses of 
that year and further diminishing their 
aggregate by $900,000,000 (the ordinary 
cost of the peace establishment) leaves 
$9,463,227,955 as the amount really ex- 
pended for the war purposes of the 
year. This was provided in the propor- 
tions of $1,339,802,315, or 14.16 per cent., 
from taxation and 88. 123,425,640, or 85.84 
per cent., by borrowing. Similarly, for 
the year which ended with March 81. 
1916, interest on war debt required 6199, 
555,270, (£39,911,054,) so that only $494,- 
278,850 of $693,834,120 added taxation 
was available for purposes of actual 
war, such purposes requiring, however, 
the sum of $6,606,236,615. Therefore, 
7.48 per cent. of the real cost of the 
war during the fiscal year 1916 was met 
by taxation and 92,52 per cent. was met 
by the use of the governmental credit. 
The estimates for the fiscal year that 
will end with March 31, 1918, include 
$972,500,000 (£194,500,000) for interest on 
the war debt. 

Unfortunately figures permitting simi- 
lar analyses of the expenditures of the 
other periods of the war are not now 
at hand, the following table containing 
the only information available:

The foregoing, (which does not give 
consideration to the interest on the war 
debt,) not only shows that the propor- 
tion of the war expenses provided for 
by taxation is much lower than is com- 
monly stated, but it also discloses the 
error in the statements so frequently 
made which purport to show that a 
larger share of the cost of the war was 
raised by taxes during the first eight 
months than during later periods. The 
drop in the proportion produced by 
taxes for the last period shown, (three 
months ended June 30, 1917,) is attribu- 
table both to the enhancement of war 
costa and to the due-dates of taxes not 
so largely falling within-the period.
